Rathwi Bareli is a Bhil language of India. It is close to two other 
languages called Bareli, but not mutually intelligible with them. It 
has 81%-93% lexical similarity with Rathwi Bareli dialects, 67%- 
73% with Palya Bareli and 68%-79% with Pauri Bareli.^^^ 
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
